How many American 
students there are at Lausaune we do not know 5 
whether ten, fifty, a hundred, or a thousand. 
But we can imagine the anxiety suffered yester- 
day by every parent who has a son there 
studying, by every brother or sister with a 
brother there,—all caused by the stupidity 
and cruelty of such an announcement. 
We hope it was stupidity, merely; that dictated 
the telegram, not avarice. It is probable that 
many anxious relatives sent dispatches across 
the ocean yesterday to ascertain whether or not 
the boy dearest to them was among the drowned. 
That telegram was a bad thing for mothers, 
though e good thing for the Ocean Telegraph 
Company. We trust they did not mean as paltry 
a piece of speculation.. But, in rejecting this 
explanation, we are forced to conclude that the 
Associated Press are represented abroad by one 
stupid lout at least, whose services could be well 
dispensed with. 


Henri Rochefort has landed in San Francisco. 
He comes fresh from Australia, according to 
previous announcement, to a country which he 
believes to be the Elysium of lecturers and ad- 
venturers of every stripe and hue.

Judge Zane, of the Sangamon County Cir- 
cuit Court, gave important decision yester- 
day in the suit the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad Company. A motion had been made to 
set the case down for trial at the present term of 
the Court; and the arguments to this point in- 
volved the validity of the writ of certiorari iate- 
ly issued by the United States District Court. 
Judge Zane took exactly the viewof the writ 
of certiorari, and the act of Oongress under 
color of which it was issued, that was ex- 
pressed in the editorial columns of Tux 
Tutu on Friday of last week. He admitted 
that if the writ were valid its effect would be to 
stay proceedings in the State Court; but he be- 
lieved the writ not to be valid.

its provisions, do not affect the relations of cor- 
porations to each other, but have a bearing 
merely upon natural persons and naturel rights.

Another and & new reason 
for disregarding the writ of certiorari .is 
assigned by Judge Zane. It ig that the 
Federa! enactments under the Fourteenth 
Amendment become operative only when a per- 
son hae actually been deprived of rights se- 
cured by that Amendment.

THIRD-TERM POLITICS. 

The letters of Mr. Henry Watterson presag- 
ing, though not favoring, a third Presidential 
term for Gen. Grant, have attracted a good deal 
of attention. Mr. Watterson is right in saying 
that the most discerning of our public men look 
upon Gen. Grant as a candidate for a third term. 
He is also right in saying that the South would 
pretty generally support him for a third election 
—that the Rebel element, represented by 
Toombs, having failed to overthrow the Union, 
would gladly join in an effort to overthrow the 
Republic—that the property-holders of the 
South would support anybody who agreed to de- 


liver them from the plague of lice who have 


carpet-bagged into their country, and that the 
negroés would support Grant because to 
them he represents the Government which 
has emancipated them and given them 
the ballot. Here isan ample capital to begin 
with. Any candidate for the Presidency who 
can start with thirteen States has a pretty strong 
temptation to make the race, especially if he has 
the patronage of the Government at his disposal 
in all the rest of the States. : 

Turning Northward, we find that the capitalist 
class is much enamored of President Grant just 
now by reason of his veto of the inflation bill, 
and much alarmed at the strength and clamor of 
those who are demanding mort currency.” 
President Grant has, during his six years of 
office, permitted, sanctioned, and participated in 
more demoralizing and dangerous acts than all 
his predecessors combined, Nevertheless, hav- 
ing done one good thing at a cziti- 
cal time, the class most likely to hoid 
him to account for former transgressions 
have suddenly become the ones most likely to 
give him an active or silent support for a third 
term as an alternative to something worse 
which they apprehend. His vetoof the inflation 
bill has killed two of his competitors (Morton 
and Logan) dead as emelte, and if Benjamin F. 
Butler could be counted as a competitor he, too, 
has been sent whizzing. In fact, the only rival 
left in the Republican party is Speaker Blaine, 
whose strength is altogether latent, and whose | 
nomination would be rather a protest against 
the revolutionary tendencies of the Third-Term 
idea than the assertion of a positive inclination 
fora President of the name of Blaine.

Morton was a formidable candi- 
date. An iron will, the prestige of success, 
thorough devotion to the supposed interests of 
the party, witha flavor ot unscrupulo ess suited 
to the low tone of the party guard-house, had 
given him a positive hold upon the rank and file 
not unlike that which Senator Douglas had upon 
the Democracy im the later years of his life. 
But in the present shape of things he is, for all 
political purposes, as cold.as a wedge. Half the 
party would utterly-refase to vote for him— 
would support Thurman, or Bill Eaton, or any 
hard-money Copperhead, in preference to him. 
Logan is in somewhat worse plight than Morton, 
since he has salary-grab as well ag inflation to 
anewer for. 

The next element to be taken into the ac- 
count is the Democratic party, aud here, too, 
Gen. Grant is not without a considerable show 
of strength. As Mr. Watterson has shown, the 
Southern Democrats are not averse to him, and 
his recent action in Arkansas toppling over the 
Brooks Government, which was really the Re- 
publican party of that State,and reinstating Bax- 
ter, who represents the Opposition-of all shades, 
and most especially the Democrats, may be regard- 
ed as an overture of a very friendly and practi- 
calsort. If he should upset Kellogg in Louis- 
iana, as he ought to do and as he once resolved 
to do, the ligament would be even more binding. 
Moreover, Gen. Grant never regarded himself 
as beholden to the Republican patty at all. On 
the contrary, it has been his theory that the 
party was greatly beholden to him. In his horizon 
there is no obstacle to his accepting a Demo- 
cratic nomination, or at least Democratic sup- 
port, fox a third term. Nor is there any reason 
why the Democratic party, having once sup- 
ported Greeley, should not now support Graut, 
if circumstances, in 1876, should seem to point 
that way. In fact, the heterogencous state of 
politica consequent upon the total disappear- 
ance of the slavery issue from the fie!d makes 
anything possible, and makes that thing most 
probable which is least expected. Party lines no 
longer signify anything but former prejudices, 
and, as Gov. Randolph, of New Jersey, has 
it voted for Greeley, has fewer prejudices than 
the Republican. :

Already they begin to 
comment upon the degeneracy and snobbery of 
American girls in running after distinguished 
foreigners in order to better their social position, 
and, if the comments do not assume any worse 
phase. than this, it will be fortunate, for Wash- 
ington society, like other metropolitan society: 
when riled up to the bottom, is apt to do very 
absurd, extravagant, and sometimes malicious 
things. In this case we see no reason for any 
comment of any sort. In the first place, we pre- 
sume Miss Nellie Grant bad the right to marry, 
In the second place, she had the right to mar- 
ry whom she pleased, and not even the 
Presidential veto could forbid her. In the third 
place, everything seems to show that she has 
made a very pruddut and desirable match, both 
becoming to a sensible young lady and the 
daughter of a Republican President. Although 
if the daughter of a Republican President 
should see fit ta marry a preipatetictin-peddler, 
we do not see that any one has cause to be of- 
fended, provided the peddler is an honest, God- 
fearing man, who does not swindle housewives 
in the quality of his wares. But the bride- 
groom in this case is a young gen- 
tieman of good family and respect- 
able character, and with a  suflicient 


untitled Mr. Sartoris, however, and has no di- 
rect connection with English aristocracy. He 
is the grandson of a wealthy resident of 
Sceaux and Paris, whose family was of Greek 
origin. His father, Mr. Edward Sartoris, was 
educated at Cambridge, and thirty years ago 
married Adelaide Kemble, the younger sister 
of the famous actress, Fanny Kemble. If there 
is. any further history of the family it is un- 
known, It is not long since the London 
Times pronounced Miss Grant the first young 
lady in America. It is not probable the London 
Times would pronounce Mr. Sartoris the first 
young gentieman in England. It may indeed be 
quite possible that neither the London Times 
nor the titled nobility of England ever heard of 
Mr. Algernon Charles. Frederick Sartoria, of 
Ware-Ash-House, Pitchfield Hants, and will ex- 
press a great deal of surprise when they learn 
that the first young lady of America has 
done what the first young lady of England 
would never have done under any circumstances 
No charge of snobbery, therefore, can lie 
against Mrs. Sartoris. She is neither the 
Princess of Sartoris, nor the Duchess of 
Sartoris, nor yet Lady Sartoris, nor is 
there any possibility that a coronet may grace 
her pretty brow, however worthy it may be to 
wear one. As far as human vision can see, she 
bas made a good choice. She has married 
the man of her own choice, and the 
President, like a prudent and sensible 
father, has given his permission. The 
President has aequitted himself like a man 
of sense, and his daughter like a girl of sense, 
and any man or woman in Washington society 
who can discover any snobbery in this, is by na- 
ture the most essential and arrant of snobs. 
The second point of complaint, namely, that 
the President has declined to make this marriage 
an affair of State, is even illier and 
more absurd than the first. If the 
President, his wife, and his daughter 
desired the wedding to be a private affair in- 
stead of a public event, and a show for the 
multitude, it was clearly within their privilege to 
go arrange it, and that ends the matter. There 
is no appeal from it, and no ground of com- 
plaint. It is the plain right of Mr. Grant and 
his family as it is of Mr. Smith and his family. 
There is no more reason why the President 
should make his daughter's marriage a State 
affair than that- he should make his every-day 
dinner, or his daily smoke, or his putting on a 
elean shirt, State affairs. He not only had the 
right to decline making it a State affair, but he 
was a very sensible man to exercise this right;

GOV. RANDOLPH ON THE DEMOCRACY. 
Ex.-Goyv. Randolph, of New Jersey, in a letter 
addressed under date of May 5, 1874, to the 
Manhattan Club, takes a survey of the course of 
the Democratic party since the War.

Democrats, his life-long opponents, had a good 
effect on the party. It was practically the asser- 
tion by the party that they could look outside 
‘the lines of party, and honor a man who did not 
Horace Greeley at the head of their ticket they 
acknowledged that they accepted the new con- 
dition of things, and that they considered the 
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old prejudices and old paths, and, if | 


generation, the beginning of a new life, The 
nomination of Greeley was, therefore, no mis- 
take. It liberalized the Democracy. It drew a 
marked and decisive line between its past and 
its future. It introduced into ite pohtical creed 
a series of principles which it could have ob- 
tained in no other way in so shorts time. 
Is was, in fact, a step, and 2 great 
one, in the process of its evolution to a higher 
life. These are Mr. Randolph's views. 

But if Greeley’s nomihation was no mistake, his

It is 
very good policy for a party not to get into 
power, if it can sd arrange it, until ite governing 
opponent has become positively hated of the 
people,—a stench in the nostrils of the public. 
We do not believe that the old Democratic party 
is ever to guide the destinies of this 
country; but if it is, it is well that 
circumstances have kept it out until the Republi- 
can has been proved without a sound spot in it 
from the top of its head to the soles of its feet. 


It is best alike for Democrats and Reformers that 


the Republican party should stay long enough 
in power to be remembered only as a mass of 
putrefaction. Corruption must precede the 
downfall of a party; and there is no small 
amount of truth in what Mr. Randolph says in 
his letter, that Hard times and poverty must 
precede the overthrow of any Administration 
holding its power through years of prosperity.”

THE HIBBARD SUICIDE. 

The death of the girl Mary J. Hibbard, the 
particulars of which have already been related 
in Tax Trrpone, was attended by circumstances 
of a peculiarly aggravated character. The facts 
developed at the Coroner’s inquest appear to lay 
the guilt of this poor creature’s destruction at 
the door of Mr. Gay Harrington, the Sixteenth 
street ticket agent of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad Company. The facts of 
the old, old story are very brief. If we may 
credit the evidence thus far presented, Harring- 
ton seduced the girl, and, in January last, an 
abortion was procured at his instance. It was 
evident at that time she expected him to marry 
her this month, as she was preparing her wed- 
ding-clothes. Meanwhile she again fancied her- 
self to be enceinte. On Monday last, her mother 
questioned Harrington as to his intentions, at 
which time he said he should not marry her. 
According to the letter which she left, he sub- 
sequently sought to induce her to procure an- 
other abortion. ‘This shame she refused to re- 
peat, and rather than submit to it again, and 
with no hope that Harrington would make her the 
reparation which he owed to her, she obtained 
poison and committed suicide. Her short but 
touching note to her mother, and the brief let- 
ter which she left for her seducer, leave littie 
doubt as to the infamous part which this man 
played in this cruel work, notwithstand- 
ing hia denial of the charge. The 
record of cases of this kind does 
not inspire much confidence that the law will 
visit any adequate penalty upon the seducer. 
The crime, however, carries a punishment with 
it from which he cannot escape so long as he 
lives. His victim is dead and free from her 
troubles, but he must wear the burden of that 
death about his neck to the end of his life, 
whether it come sooner or later. The memory 
of that dark day and of the life which he so 
cruelly wrecked will never fade from his recol- 
lection, if he be really guilty of the charge. The 
reproachfal and silent ghost of his victim will 
attend him in all his goings and comings. Thus, 
whether the iaw shall punish him or not, his 
punishment is none the less certain, and can 
only be terminated with life itself.

THE FAMINE IN LOUISIANA. 

We have before us the extraordinary spectacle 
of u large portion, perhaps 200,000, of our own 
countrymen, who live within a few days’ journey 
of our doors, and who are yet literally dying for 
the want of food. A large area of the State of 
Louisiana has been desolated by flood. Hun- 
dreds of lives were lost ; whole families were car- 
ried away with their habitations by the resistless 
torrent. Every living animal that might have 
furnished food tothe survivors has been de- 
stroyed. Every article of vegetation fit for hu- 
man food has been swept away. Though the 
section of the country thus visited is of itself a 


garden, the garden has been devastated, and is 


now as bare of fruit as if it were a desert. 
Everything in the shape of food which was on 
hand in private dwellings and stores has been 
destroyed. These unfortunate people were left 
without anything to eat, and for many days they 
were beyond even the reach of assistance. 
It is part of the calamity to when the district 
has been subjected that the inhabitants of the 
other parts of the State which escaped the 
inundation are themselves extremely poor, each 


of their store, scanty as it was, they have given 
that immediate relief necessary to preserve life. 
There, are, moreover, no store-houses or de- 
positories of food in that part of the country. 
Louisiana and the river country generally ob- 
tain meat and flour from the North as occasion 
calle for it. These people, therefore, have no 
neighbors of whom they can purchase food, and 
no money to purchase the food if it were within 
their reach. 

It sounds strange to ears in Chicago that 
there are 200,000 men, women, and children, a 
few hundred miles distant, dying for the want 
of meat and bread, when we have here in store 
a surplus of many millions of pounds of 
mest, and grain and flour enough to feed 
millions of people. 7 ;

such suffering ; but here is gaunt famine stalk- 
ing among the starving and dying whom it ia in 
our power to save by bread from our own sur- 
plus store. Shall we, can we, who have direct 
railroad transportation to Louisiana and cap ship 
food at any moment, delay sending the succor 
upon which so many human lives depend ? 

The people of Louisiana are terribly afflicted. 
They suffered the ravages and desolation of war ; 
they suffered the even greater ravages commit- 
ted in the name of Government by the hordes 
of adventurers who flocked thither after the War; 
they have been robbed and plundered by ignorance 
and crime, until poverty is the general condition 
of all. In addition to this destruction 
of the material substance of the people, they 
have been the victims of alternate visitations 
from the cholera and yellow fever. Upon s peo- 
ple already so depleted by so many calamities, 
famine has now laid its fearful hands. Will 
Chicago see these people, our near neighbors and 


save them?

THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

Lord John Russell is an ally of the Emperor 
William and is very anxious that England should 
become another. He is solicitous for the peace 
of Europe, and wants the rest of England to join 
him im preserving it. He presided, some tame 
ago, at a meeting held in London to sympa- 
thize witb Prince Bismarck in his policy towards 
the Catholic Church. The English press was 
almost unanimous in ridiculing that meeting as 
representing English opinion or English sym- 
pathy. The German Emperor, however, reward- 
ed him by sending him a letter, and Lord John 
feels encouraged to earn sanother,—perhaps 
something more valuable or more honorable than 
a piece of paper with the Imperial autograph. 
A short time since he rose in the Housé of Lords 
and in very indistinct tones moved for copies 
of any correspondence relating to the main- 
temance of the peace of Europe with the 
Governments of the Emperor of Germany, 
the Emperor of Austria, the Emperor of Russia, 
and the French Republic. In certain eventu- 
alities, Mr. Russell wished to know what the 
English Government was going todo. When 
Bismarck demanded and obtained an increase in 
the standing army of Germany, he had a reason 
for demanding it. The French were panting 
for revenge. In case the two Powers should 
engage in war, what was England going to do? 
He was not quite certain whether the symptoms 
of agitation and hostility at present observable 
were the swell preceding or the swell following 
the storm. He feared, however, that the com- 
motion on the sea of European politics was 
an omen of u coming tempest which 
would threaten the peace of Europe. To pre- 
serve that peace, he was of opinion that England 
should ally itself to Germany; that is, follow 
his own example. Russell, England, and Ger- 
many, allied in the cause of peace, he was very 
clear that no Power would venture to disturb it. 

The Eari of Derby, in reply, said he could not 
deny that there were some grounds for anxiety 
about the peace of Europe, considering the 
more remote events,—meaning, we suppose, the 
Franco-Prussian war, etc. He had no official 
information as to future trouble, but it 
was patent to all the world that events 
within the recollection of; every one who 
heard him had left feelings of animosity in the 
minds of two great populations. Lord 
Derby was of opinion, nevertheless, that there 
was no danger of immediate war; and told the 
House that in all the information he had received 
from all parts of Europe there was nothing to 
cause apprehension of any proximate dis- 
turbance. 

As to the course England would pursue in case 
of such disturbance, he gave the Lords to un- 
derstand that he considered it proper that 
England should adhere to her international en- 
gagements. Good faith demanded that the na- 
tion’s pledges should be kept. This would seem 
to show that if Germany engages in a war with 
France, it will not receive much comfort from 
England. Russell's proposition, that England 
should become the ally of France in such a con- 
tingency, in the interests of peace, is simply ab- 
surd. Not to preserve the peace, but to help 
Germany to fight France, would any such treaty

THE MILL RIVER FLOOD. 
Twelve Hundred Suffering People 


$100,000 Required for Their Imme- 
diate Use—Femaie Fortitude— Nine 


More Bodies Recovered—Legislative | 


Investigations. 

Nuw Lon, May 21.—A Northampton (Mass.) 
dispatch says: There are now in the Mill 
River Valley 1,200 destitute and homeless peo- 
ple to feed and clothe, not for one day only, but 
until their future is decided upon, and they must 
have at least $100,000 for immediate use. The 
women, as usual, exhibit more fortitude than 
the men, and instead of yielding to their sor- 
rows, put forth praiseworthy efforts to improve 
the general condition. 

Yesterday morning 1,500 men came from 
different places to work in the vailey, clearing 
away the debris, and were rewarded by the dis- 
covery of nine bodies, five of which were un- 
recognizable from decomposition.” 

Bostory, May 21.—The Special Legislative 
Committee on the Mill River disaster oi Satur- 
day last took testimony to-day in regard to the 
town From the testimony it was 
shown that of the ten bridges, nearly 
new, all but one were swept away 
makin a loss to Northampton of 
$30,000. The meadow-land destroyed is 
valued at $90,000. Williamsburg reported 
tbat one-third of the village had been destroyed, 
involving a loss of taxable property of $800,000. 
Leeds reported a loss of $100,000, and Florence 
$15,000. These losses are independent of any 
suffered by the people. The representatives of 
the several towns have asked that they be 
relieved from taxation for a few years, and that 
their bridges and roads be rebuilt, and they 
—— take care of the people made poor by the 

lsaster. 


Scenes in the Track of the Ficod.

The flood plowed its track through the fairest 
portion of the valley, and laid bare acres of rocks, 
whose existence was not even suspected by the 
„ have 
tilled their e gardens, or loitered beneath 
the shade of great trees in grass-covered door- 


» yards. The country road, once the pride of the 
town officers, is now sought in vain, and the 


little river has a new channel, in some places 100 
yards from its former bed. It seems impossible 
that nature should ever,in these places, wear 
its old and familiar face to the surviving resi- 
dents; but they have ne to work with stout 
hearts and willing hands, and hope to succeed 
in winning the favor of Providence, even to the 
accompli ent of their end. 

After passing Leeds, in coming from Williams- 
burgh to Northampton to-day, we came sudden- 
ly upon a distressing scene. A wagon, in charge 
of a Selectman aod his band of workers, con- 
tained the body of a man just found and about 
to be taken to the Town Hall to await identifica- 
tion. A woman, whose brother was missing, 
saw the vehicle slowly climbing the hill, and, 
apparently moved by some sudden and uncon- 
trollable impulse, rushed toward it and asked to 
be shown the body. The Selectmen complied with 
her request, and it was at once apparent that 
the woman's fears were realized. She recog- 
nized in the mutilated body, despite the scarred 
face, the remains of her brother, Andrew 
Fennessey. Her exelamations of sorrow 
were onizing, and it was only with 
great ifficulty that she was induced to 
leave the spot and allow the body to 
be taken to the temporary morgue. A few 
minutes later we met four men bearing a rude 
litter, upon which were the mangled remains of 
® young girl, whose age could not have been 
more than 16. The clothing was torn from the 
mud-covered body, the limbs were bruised, and 
the face could only be recognized by those who 
knew it best. 

Going in the direction whence came the 
bearers-of the bodies, we soon found the once 
beautiful meadows between Leeds and Florence, 
where most of the dead have been found. To 
find these mangled remaius has been no easy 
task. It has demanded the hard labor of sev- 
eral hundred volunteers fur two days, and the 
work of these kind-hearted men is not yet done. 
Many acres were covered with the great mass 
of debris from the villagesin which the flood did 
its worst. Here were the remains of the dwell- 
— „ factories, and workshops which 

so completely disappeared from the sites of 
Williamsburg, Skinnerville, Haydenville, and 
Leeds, together with household furniture, fac- 
tory fixtures, trees torn up by their roots, and a 
thousand other articles, the whole cemented 
together by the sediment of the swollen stream. 
These ruins not only covered acres but were 
many feet in depth, and every piece was to be 
removed before all the bodies could be found. 
The objects of the search were found in many 
distressing and almost inconceivable situations, 
always bruised, often mangled, and sometimes 
swollen to unnatural size and decomposed be- 
yond recognition. Eighteen more of such bod- 
ies were found to-day, and still the work goes 
on, with vast piles of debris yet to be lifted and 
sifted with a view to restoring the dead to the 
bereaved. Incidentally, articles of value are 
sometimes found in the debris. They are care- 
fully preserved to wait identification. 


Young Dunning’s Escape.

The marvellous escape of young Dunning at 
Leeds has 3 alluded to, but his sto 
is so interesting that it is worth giving in detail. 
When the alarm was given, he was at his work 
in the spool-room of the Nonotuck Silk Works, 
and, rushing out of the mill, his first thought, of 
eourse, was for his family, He found that his 
father, wife, and three children had all left the 
house. He shouted to them to run for their 
lives, at the same time pointing to them what 
direction to take. His wife and children obeyed 
him and were saved ; but his father, an old man 
of 78, thinking that something might be got out 
of the house before the fl reached it, went 
back. In dashed his son after him, ing 
him to leave the doomed buildi hile 
raising one of the „ floor 
gave way beneath their feet, aud his 
father disappeared from bis sight. The young 
man had just time to clamper out of the 
window, and as the house tipped over crawled 
up its side to the roof just as the building broke 
up, leaving him but a fragment to cling to for 
his life, and on he went ing down that awful 
flood in full sight of wife and children, who, as 
they looked on in terror and agony, expected 
momentarily to see him sink beneath the surg- 
ing mass. In @ few seconds his frail raft was 
crushed like an eggshell, but his presence of 
mind never him. He jumped for an- 
other, and when that was gone for yet another. 
He was hasteni down with the current at 
terrific speed, and intent on the fearful task he 
had in hand, never once thought of the dams 
towards which he was hastening.

About one-sixth of the upper part of the dam, 
and two-thirds or more of the foundation, re- 
main, and should be subjected to a thorough 
examination by competent i . At pres- 
ent, notwithstanding efforts to shield the per- 
sons against whom charges of carelessness and 
cupidity are naturally made, the impartial ob- 
server is obliged to think that the Building 
Committee of tbe Company, the contractors, the 
engineers in charge of the work, and the officers 
of the Company, who wei e so frequently warned 
of the dangerous condition of the dam, should 
be held accountable for the loss of life and 
property that has naturally followed.

A Sad Incident.

Men then 
came to her rescue, moving her to comfortabie 
quarters, but ir moving the boy he was by some 
means in the road, and this, with the 
exposure and shock, it was thought, 
would shortly cause his death. The boy 
fell on the ice, last winter, spraining his ankle, 
and, being unable to move, his were frozen 
before being discovered, and he has been a help- 
less invalid ever since. The mother’s lamen 
Saturday night, when appiying at the Town- 
for bed-clothing, was most piteous. After de- 
scribing her husband’s vain attempt to reach her, 
she recurred to her sick boy.
